Dealing with 
company, he. said it was only re- 
gistercd last August, and in the 
following September the capital 
was increased to £50,000. 

Extraordinary Position. | 

The fees due to the Companies 
Registration Department on the 
-increased capital, amounting to 
$400, had not yet’ been paid. - It 

’ was an extraordinary position. 
- Apparently’ rather more than 
£12,000 was subscribed for shares 
in the company, 
like £9,691 of that amount had, 
yone to the promoters and in pre- 
liminary expenses. The latter 
totalled £3,614. The only assets 
which the company now possess- 
-ed in its own rights were four 
dogs and some furniture. The 
dogs were called: “Clinking. 

Duchess,” “Doety Dear,” “Lady 

Thelma,”. and “Bran,” and they 

were ‘probably worth £10 to £15 

‘each . 
A Titled Director, 

A‘mechanical director was ap- 
pointed by the company, and he 
and the other direetors appeared 
to have received fees. So far as 
the ‘technical director was con- 
cerned he was paid at the rate of 
£650 per annum to work a hare 
which the company did not 
possess, 7 a $ 

The directors of the’ company 
‘were Measivs. R. O. Graham, John 
Lacey, 1. A, Coleman, Lt.-Col. 
Fo S: H. Baldrey, and Lord 
Sholto Douglas, The last two had 
apparently never taken up their 
qualification shares, neither had 
they received any remuneration 
for their services to the company.

Mr. Cork next referred to the 
prospectus issued by the com- 
pany, and remarked that he was 
surprised that anyone reads it 
should subscribe one penny to it.

GOSPEL STORY FROM A NEW 
ANGLE. 


"STRIKING PLAY. 
ae ay 


One ‘of the most remarkable and 
striking plays ‘ever staged in-Japaiit 
came to an‘end in December laat. 
This is “The Christ,” o dramatian- 
tion of some of the leading events 
in the life of Christ. - : 


Written by a non-Christian Jans 
anese and acted by non-Christians, 
it, nevertheless, deals reverently 
and sympathetically with the 
Gospel story, which, with a few 
minor. exceptions, it follows closely. 

It ‘seems that Koryoku Sato, its 
author, once saw the famous Pas- 
sion Play at Oberammergau. Good, 
however, as were the actors andthe 
staging there, Christ, he thought, 
was made to appear too weak and 
effeminate. He determined, there- 
fore, to produce a similar playin 
Japanese, based on his own con- 
ception of the Messiah and of the 
other leading characters, emphasis- 
ing in pirticular the wonderful love 
of this Saviour of the world for 
mankind and showing His manly 
strength of character and majestic 
personality. In so far as his inter- 
pretation «¢ the Central Figure is 
concerned, he has succeeded ad- 
mirnbly, though there may be some 
who might take exception to his 
treatment of some of the other 
Gospel characters. 

Mary Magdulene, for instance, is 
shown as being’ quite ‘ incapable, 
until the final scene at the Sepul- 
chre on the Resurrection morning, 
of distinguishing between spiritual 
love. Her sudden 
realisation. of this | difference’ is 
strikingly shown, however, in the 
final seone when Christ ‘speaks to 
her in ‘the garden. 


An Unconventional Mary. 


Mary, the Mother of Jesus, is 
also depieted in rather a different 
way from the usually accepted ver- 
sion, for she is shown as a gentle, 
but rather querulous old woman, 
whose motherly love makes her try 
to, dissuade her Son from exposing 
Himself to such constant dangers. 

The conception of these two 
characters,though not atrictly in 
accordance with, the Gospel story, 
is understandable, and,. being that 
of a non-Christian, is of particular 
interest, ‘ , 

The principal part, played by 
Shojiro Sawada, one of the leading 
actors in Japan, was magnificently 
-done, and the make-up was perfect, 
tallying in every respect with the 
popularly accepted ‘appearance’ ag 
depicted in pictures and carved 
figures of Christ. 

In’ all there were five acts of 
twelve scenes, the most striking of 


which, in order of sequence, were, 


the. dunce of Salome before Herod 
and his wife, the Last Supper, the 
trinl before Pontius Pilate, the road 
to Golgotha, and the Crucifixion 
itself, 

The last named was ‘ particularly 
impressive and wonderfully — por- 
trayed—the dark, forbidding hill- 
top, lit up by flashes of lightning, 
with the three crosses set up on 
the sky line; the Central Figure, 
naked except for a white loin cloth, 
with blood streaming from the 
pierced side; the two malefactors, 
ithe one ‘reviling Him and, the other 
rebuking the’ reviler; the small 
silent group . with the Bleased 
Mother kneeling at the foot of the 
Cross, and’ the Roman” soldiers 
watching on, some of them showing 
complete indifference while others 
are visibly moved. The dramatic 
effect could not have been bettered,

with: equal fidelity to detail and 
was seemingly based on the famous 
painting by Leonardo da Vinei, of 
which it was an almost. exact Te. 
production. . ° ”

MEDIUMS. 
“MAGICIANS’” METHODS * 
EXPLAINED. 

TEST FOR A HOUDINI, 
Some favourite tricks of 
Wiédiiims, was'the title of a lantern 
lecture given by Mr. Harry Price, 
the honorary director of . the’ Na- 
tionnl Laboratory of. Paychical Re- 
search, at Queen's Gate Hall, on 
January 24. The object of the lec- 
ture was'to show how dificult it 
would be for charlatans to produca 
thelr fraudulent manifestations 
under-the modern test conditions 
imposed at the psychical laboratory, 
It was evident that Mr. Price did 
not approach hia subject from the 
point of view of an unbeliever in 
the existence of genuine mediums 
or their power to produce inexplic- 
able manifestations, for after tell- 
ing of the trickery resorted to by 
one famous medium, he deseribed 
as genuine the manifestation at 
one of her seances, when 'n whito 
hand holding a bell appeared he- 
hind her head while her. own hands 
were ‘perfectly’ controlled, Some 
critics might be disposed to be- 
ac- 
cepted as genuine because no me- 
thod by which the medium could 
produce that effect had been dis- 
covered, but that was not the Jec- 

turer's view. 

Sleight of hand and conjuring 
tricks were, he said, responsible for 
many of the frauds that had been 
perpetrated throughout the ages 
by magicians and other people 
claiming psychic powers. He show- 
ed the title page of published con- 
fessions of a necromancer in Tudor 
days and said, incidentally, that the 
library of the Society for Paychical 
Research contains five thousand 
volumes dealing with every form of 
trickery ‘and fraud. Spirituatism 
had always been ‘saturated with 
fraud, and while learned ‘scientists 
could score by applying test by 
means of seientifie apparatus to 
pseudo-psychic’ phenomena, they 
were apt in other respects to be as 
credulous as any Inyman. ” 

When one person had discovered 
a fine new way ‘of duping the public 
—as for instance the Welsh woman, 
who professed to.live for more than 
a year without eating or drinking 
and who kept up the fraud ati¢cess- 
fully because she was supplied with 
food placed in a concealed panel in 
her bed—he or she was always fol- 
lowed by successful imitators, He 
described the, methods by .which 
seers can read messages that have} 
been written on small pieces .of 
paper although the paper apparent- 
ly remains folded. while, they read. 
That is done by means of onel, 
dummy paper and by “palming” 
successively the ones on which 
messages are written. - 


The Cabinet Trick. 


A description of the:meana by 
which the cabinet. trick is worked 
and the medium, apparently bound 
too tightly to. move her hands, can 
ring bella and. fling things about, 
was followed by a demonstration, 
Mr, Price seated himself on a stool 
to which his hands and fect were 
fastened with bandages knotted and 
sealed with sealing-wax..
